There Are [Now 6342 Ratepayers 
in the City Compared With 
5683 Last Year 


The year 1910 bring® an increase of 
12 1-2 per cent. in the list of ratepay- 
ers in Edmonton over the year 1909. 
This increase is commensurate with 
growth in other directions and indi- 
cates the faith that leads to invest- 
ment in the capital of the province, 

The information as to the increase 
is gathered from the new voters’ list, 
which has just been printed. It 
shows that Edmonton now has 6,342 
voters on the list, as compared with 
6,683 in 1909, an increase over last 
year of 12% per cent, as stated above. 

There has been an increase in the 
east and west end polling divisions, 
while there is a falling off in the two 
central divisions, including the busi- 
ness section. This is accounted for 
by the fact that the polling division 
of many business men has been fixed 
4n the district in which they live, in- 
stead of where they work.
